STEP TO REFORM 
COURT PROCEDURE 


Superior Judges Will Meet 
Today to Discuss Needed 
Changes in Practice 
Methods, 


EVILS ARE POINTED OUT, 


System Which Works Well“ 


Enough in Small Cities Is 
Utterly Inadequate in 
Chicago. 


Problems of reform in ‘court procedure, 


such as have been agi in the columns 
of Tun Ton, are to taken up by the 
judges of the Superior court at a 
special meeting. There is a likelihood that 
the meeting will lay the foundation for a 


practical abridgment of some of the nui- 
sances which clog the Wheels of justice in the 
state courts. 

The majority of the judges have come to 
realize that the administration of law in 
Chicago presents phases which seldom occur 
in country courts which are operated under 
the same state law that governs the courts 
of Chicago. While it is realized that it win 
be a slow matter to effect changes neces- 
sary in a large city without arousing oppo- 
sition in the country, where the defects of 
the present system are much less apparent, 
it is believed the judges have in their power 
to mitigate N speedily to an appreci- 
able extent. 


Judge Barnes Suggests Changes. 

Among the Superior court judges who ex- 
pressed their views oh court reform was 
Judge Albert C. Barnes, who concurred 
heartily in the idea that the necessity for a 
change has forced itself upon Chicago. 

It ie difficult to express the defects of our 
judicial system in a few words,” said Judge 
Barnes. That we need some change is 
apparent. Attempts at reform in our court 
practice have so frequently met with oppo- 
sition from the country districts that there 
is little hope af getting what we need, even 
if we tn Chicago could agree upon it. 

According to my personal views, we need 
a change in the constitution itself to effect 


what we should have. We are in the situa- | 


tion of being compelied to take what we can 
get from the legislature. 

Outside of Chicago there is little com- 
plaint. Hére, where we keep more than fifty 
courts running ten months in the year, there 
is ground for complaint. There is too much 
litigation, too much time taken in it, and 
too many courts to go through before it is 
ended. But some simple changes can be 
made that will tend to lessen litigation and 
expedite results 

For instance, if the right was given to 
judges to instruct juries orally, as in the fed- 
eral courts, there would be fewer grounds 
tor appeal om technical points. Or if atter- 
neys wére required to point out specifically 
errors in written tristructions before they are 
read to the jury and limited to them in as- 
signing error, the number of appeals and 
new trials would be lessened considerably. 


Appeal Methods Criticised. 
Then, too, there is little sense in permit- 


ting every litigant to have questions of fact 


reviewed in the Appellate court. The trial 
judge, who sees and hearse the witnesses, 
ought to be better able to determine the cor- 
rectness of a jury’s verdict than are Appel- 
late judges from reading over: the cold rec- 
ord. With perhaps some exceptions, when 
the jury's verdict is permitted to stand by 
the trial judge, the question of facts should 
become final. With the same exceptions, ap- 
peals should be only on questions of law. 

“Tf, in addition to these changes, the 
upper céurts were required to affirm a ‘judg- 
ment where it appeared from the whole rec- 
ord that substantial justice has been done, 
and could not reverse except where it af- 
firmatively appears that but for the errors 
the judgment probably would have been dif- 
ferent, the occasions for appeals would be 
mintmised.“ 

Inadequate for a Great City. 

Judge Ben M. Smith commented on the 
situation as follows: 

“There is no question but what the sys- 
tom needs reform. The system is adequate 
for country districts, but our city has out- 
grown the old time system. It makes it a 
difficult situation. It is not an easy matter 
to formulate a system that will not result 
in a worse condition of affairs. 

“Thies city and state sometimes are com- 
The people here would 
not consider the English practice. They 
would feel that in many instances the free- 
dom of citizenship was taken away from 
them. I have pronounced ideas of reform 
and remedies, but it would not be advisable 
to set them forth without Jengthy analysis 


and reasons. 


Justice Defeated by Lawyers. 

Judge Williard M. McEwen in speaking of 
the situation said; 

It is my bdelief, founded upon experience, 
that one-third of ali cases in courts are lost 
upon technicalities of pleading and prü- 
cedure, whereby the learned and skillful 
lawyer wins over the inexperienced regard- 
less of the merit of the case, and a consider- 
able percentage of the remaining two-thirds 
is won by the superiority of the lawyer on 
one side over the other. 

“As the lawyer is a necessary part in the 
preparation and trial of a lawsuit, it is idle 
to talk about excluding him from participa- 
tion in the trial; and, as the average view of 
twelve men is better than t of the judge, 
who by his occupation is re or less re- 
moved from everyday affairs, it is equally 
idle to discuss the abolishment or limiting of 
trial by jury. 

Limitation of Judge’s Power. 

No judge shoul be trusted with arbitrary 
power without check. Neither is it prac- 
ticable to shorten much in the examina- 
‘tion of jurors. The mixed class of citizen- 
ship a city like Chicago draws from requires 
a great deal of care to secure a proper trib- 
unal for the hearing of facts. 

“ The only proper use of technicalities is to 
promote justice; not to defeat it. Courts 
honestly endeavor to promote justice, and no 
doubt most of the confusion in Appellate de- 
cisions arises out of this effort and the in- 
ability to state a consistent reason for it, 
tested by some precedent. 

“A great saving of time and simplyfying 

of procedure could be accomplished by re- 
chistes the respective counsel in a case to 
make a binding statement of fact contended 
for, and reply one to the other with a system 
ot costs by which the litigant who failed to 
concede what he should have conceded in 
making up the issues of fact could be com- 
pelled to pay for (aking the time of the court

BROKERS LOSE $150,000; FAIL; 
LONG WAR WITH BOARD ENDS. 


Christie Grain Company of 7 City, 
Kas., Is Forced Into the ds of a 


Receiver. 


Kansas City, Mo., March 5.—[Special.j— 
The Christie Grain and Commission company 
of Kansas City, Kas., went into the hands of 
a receiver tonight. The manager, Bruce 
Dietrich, says the concern lost $150,000 in 
corn and provisions i nthe last two weeks and 
that there was no hope of its resuming busi- 
ness. The company had 110 correspondents 
in Missouri, Iowa, Illinois, and Kansas. 

The Christie company originally had offices 
in Kansas City, Mo., but was forced to move 
to Kansas as a result of the Missouri law pro- 
hibiting bucket shops. 

For years it had fought the Kansas City 
board of trade in an endeavor to be permitted 
to get its market reports. Failing in this it 
became a prime mover in the organization of 
another grain exchange, which existed main- 
ly to furnish quotations. 


HENS KILLED; SUES FOR EGGS. 


Farmer Adds Speculative Value, Ask- 
ing 64.88 for 60 Cent Chickens 
from Railroad. 


If a chicken is worth O cents in the market, 
how much is it worth in a lawsult—that is, 
a lawsuit against a railroad? 

The answer of Adam Fuller, a farmer of 
Shelby, Ind., is $4.88%. He filed a sult against 
the Chicago, Indiana and Louisville railroad 
in the Lake County Superior court yesterday. 

Farmer Fuller charges that the railroad 
company wrongfully erected an embankment 
that flooded his land and thereby drowned 
fourteen chickens. 

He asks $8.40, the value of the fowls at 60 
cents each. But does he stop there? No, 
indeed! Remember, there are legal fees to 
be paid. By careful calculation, based on 
the current prices of eggs, it is demonstrated 
that the speculative value of the chickens 


was $60 more.

prof. ‘Frederick Starr Sees 9 
Perils in African Trip. 


FEVERS ARE AWFUL MENACE 


Tells of His Own Narrow Escapes in 


the Dark Continent. 
„ 


Theodore Roosevelt will never return to 
the United States alive if he carries out his 
arr.ounced intentions in exploring the dark 
regions of Africa in quest of big game.” 

This is the opinion of Prof. Frederick Starr 
of the University of Chicago, whose prophecy 
is based upon his knowledge of the dangers of 
that country, particularly the insidious 
fevers, through his expeditions to the Congo 
Free state. 


Takes Life in His Hands. 

The ex-president, according to the edu- 
cator, will invade a section of the country 
where few white men have dared to venture 
heretofore on account of the fatal nature of 
the epidemic of fevers and a disease known 
as the sleeping sickness.”’ . 

The anthropologist recently commented on 
the former president's expedition in a lecture 
before one of his classes. 

“His danger will not lie in the ferocious- 
ness of the animals which dwell there, but in 
the fevers, which every explorer has come to 
fear and which have taken the lives of many 
adventurers. I have visited Africa and have 
known the extent of these fever epidemics. 
I had a fever peculiar to that portion et the 
country I visited nine different times and 
narrowly escaped with my Ute. 

Fevers Are Awful Menace. 

“A Mexican guide employed by me also 
fell a victim to the same fever and nearly 
lost his life. This fever is mild when com- 
pared to the fevers which are prevalent in 


that part of the continent which Mr. Rocse- 


velt intends to visit. His venture, if one can 
rely upon the reports of the strange maladies, 
will cost him his life. 

“The ex- president bas not the tempera- 
ment or the temper that a man needs who 
would withstand the dangers of the climate 


he plans to brave.“

Hard to Release Message. 

The Associated Press had sent out the inau- 
gural message A days ago and experi- 
enced the utmost difficulty in sending mes- 
sages releasing for publication, finally reach- 
ing most of the newspapers on its list by 
means of the navy‘s wireless system via 
New York. One press association also had 
sent out an advance story of a sunny day 
and some unquiet moments were experienced 
by the managers until this was recalled. 

Between Washington and points a number 
of miles north of Baltimore s¢arcely a tele- 
graph pole was left standing. The wires 
had been heavily weighted by snow and ice. 
The poles either snapped close to the ground 
or were uprooted. The wires lay in a twisted 
and ineffective mass. But little progress had 
been made in repairing the damage today, 
although four or five wires are now working 
out of the city by circuitous southern routes. 
The absence of wires for train dispatching 
has compelled the railroad trains to abandon 
all their schedules out of Washington. 

All inbound and outgoing trains are de- 
layed by from two to five hours and the 
union station is the scene of an impatient 
mass of people who vow they never will 
come to Washington again so long as the 
inauguration is held in March. 

Brof. Edward B. Garriott, official fore- 
caster of the weather bureau, calls the bliz- 
zard that struck Washington on inkugura- 
tion day a *‘ fareback.’’ This isa naval term 
describing the disastrous and unexpected 
explosion of a cannon. 

“It was a flareback from the storm that 
passed off the coast of Long island some 
hours before,“ said he, and could not have 
been predicted.” 

Baltimore Working Out Tangle. 

Baltimore, Md... March 5.—Practically iso- 
lated from the outside world save by flicker- 
ing wireless communication and bélated 
trains, Baltimore today made every effort to 
bring order out of chaos. The storm that 
brought havoc in its wake gave place to 
clear skies and cool. bracing air. Hundreds 
of telegraph and telephone wires not only in 
the city but for a long distance in many 
directions lay on the ground, trains ran in 
and out of the city without orders, and city 
traffic was generally impeded. Gangs of 
workmen throughout the storm! area worked 
all day in an effort to secure temporary 
service. 

It is estimated that at least 100 miles of 
electric wires lie prostrate within the limits 
of the city as a result of the storm and more 
than 500 poles are down. 

The monetary loss is estimated at between 
$700,000 and $1,000,000. not including the loss 
of receipts to telephone, telegraph. electric 
power companies. and railroads, the latter 
being placed at figures fully as high as those 
of the former. The bulk of the loss falls upon 
the railroads.

GRADUATED INHERITANCE TAX 
PROVIDED Ik NEW YORK BILL. 


Assemblyman Oliver’s Measure Pro- 
poses Increased Rate Until It Is 25 
Per Cent for Estate of $20,000,000. 


Albany, N. T., March 5.—Assemblyman 
ver of New York today introduced a bill p 
viding for a graduated inheritance tax to 
range from 1 to 25 per cent on all property 
inherited by will of more than $5,000, al- 
though such inheritance is not liable to the 
tax when it is of a value between $5,000 and 
$10 and is transferred to one of the im- 

late familly of the decedent. 

Otherwise such inheritance of more than 
$5,000 and less than $25,000 is subject to a 
tax of 1 per cent gf its value. The rate then 
increases as the amount of the inheritance 
increases until it is 25 per cent for an in- 
heritance of $20,000,000 or over. ö 

Mr. Oliver in introducing the bill ; 

Instead of single individuals Molding a 
few millions, many of them now count their 
millions by the score, and some of them even 
their hundreds of millions—to the constant 
impoverishment of the masses, and thereby 
bringing about a feeling of Wnrest and dis- 
content lest their institutions be destroyed 
and they be brought to a state of beggary or 
slavery.

OLD HARRISON HOME RAZED 


Apartments to Replace Jig kson 
and Ashland Landm i * 


FORMER MAYOR SHOT THERE 


Once Residence of Honores, Kohisaats 
and S. J. Walker. 


Another landmark is being removed to 
make way for the modern apartment build- 
ing. The old homestead of Carter H. Har- 
rison, at Jackson boulevard and Ashland 
avenue, at one time considered one of the 
handsomest homes in the city, is in the hands 
of the wreckers, and soon an apartment 
house will stand on the site where many a 
gay social gathering has been held. 

Already the old building is surrounded by 
apartments which have built up on the 
Jackson boulevard side of the once spacious 
grounds. Only the shell of the old building 
remaina The roof is gone and where the 
windows once were there appear ragged 
holes through which the old stables in the 
rear can be seen. Within a few days the 
entire building will be razed. 


Built by H. H. Honore. -‘ 

Not only was the old building the home of 
the Harrisons but Mrs. Potter Palmer once 
lived there, it having been built by ker 
father, H. H. Honore, in the early fifties. It 
also has been occupied by Samuel J. Walker, 
father of Judge Walker, and by members of 
the Kohlsaat family. 

The first Carter Harrison purchased the 
residence from H. H. Honore in 1865, and 
the family used it almost continuously until 
1872. At that ume, Mr. Harrison was sent to 


congress and for several succeeding 


years 
the house was rented, the family being either 
in Washington or abroad. After Mr. Harri- 
son's term expired, however, it again | 
the family home and remained so until the 
death of the former mayor. 


Harrison Shot in Hall. 


It was in the broad hallway that Mr. Har- 
rison, then mayor, was shot down by Pender- 


gast on the closing day of the World's fair.

Stockholders to Revive Defunct Cen- 
tral Life Securities Company, 


Birch F. Rhodus, holder of varioue offices 
in the string of Rhodus corporations which 
for some time have engaged the attention 
of the federal and Illinois courts, is seeking 
to reorganize the. defunct Central Life Se- 
curities company, of which he was president. 

In a circular letter to stockholders Rhodus 
asserts that “ institutions are wrecked mere- 
ly to make fees.“ He mentions the dismissal 
of federal ind@ictments against himself and 
brothers by Judge Landis as a proof of in- 
nocence. The indictment was dismissed on 
technical grounds, and District Attorney 
Sims is drawing up another one. 

Auditing of Rhodus’ books still is in prog- 
res® and the appeal of the Rhodus brothers 
from the decigion of Judge Mack in the 
Circuit court adjudging them in contempt of 
court for refusal to turn over certain books 
which it is alleged are wrongfully held by 
the Mercantile Finance company is pending 
in the Illinois Appellate court. 


Settlement Plans Based on Hope 
Court Will Hold Fifty Year 
Contract Invalid. 


Officiais of the Dering Coal company, now 
in the ‘hands of a receiver, yesterday charged 
responsibility for the failure against the 
United States Steel corporation and accused 
the steel concern of forcing receivership pro- 


ceedings that it might seize control of the 


coal mining business in I)linois and Indiana. 
On the other hand, representatives of the 
steel concern say they have no interest in the 
failure . from self-protection, a fifty 
year contract with them having been broken 
by the coal company. 

Organized under the laws of Delaware, but 
owned and operated by local interests, the 
Dering company holds the rights to prac- 
tically all the coal properties in Vermilion 
county, III, and Sullivan’ county, Ind, the 
most valuable fields in the middle west, and 
representing more than 200,000,000 tons of 
marketable coal. 

Nearness of these fields to the big indus- 
trial plants of the steel trust at Gary, Joliet, 
and Chicego was pointed to as the motive in- 
spiring the attempt to control the output. 

Failure of the Dering Coal company fol- 
lowed directly when the Illinois Steel com- 
pany, the American Steel and Wire company, 
the American Steel and Tin Plate company, 
and the American Bridge company refused 
payment of $215,000 claimed by the Dering 
Coal company for coal delivered during the 
last year. 

Deny Interest in Failure. 

Officials of Chicago concerns subsidiary to 
the steel trust explained their position as 
follows: | 

We had & contract for the delivery of 
coal to our plants. This contract was broken, 
so we withheld the amount named in order 
to protect ourselves from damages suffered 
by being compelled to buy coal elsewhere at 
a price in excess of what we had contracted 
for.” 

The fifty. year contract existing between 


the Dering Coal company and four local 


steel concerna subsidiary to the United States 
Steel corporation was entered into four years 
ago when the Dering Coal company was 
organized. At that; time the steel concern 
subscribed to $1,000,000 worth of a $5,000,000 
bond issue. 


Coal Company Explains. 

A year ago the company announced it 
could not abide by terms of the contract, 
pointing, in explan n, to the panic, to in- 
creases in wages obtained by miners through 
strikes and legislation, and to adverse 
weather conditions during three successive 
winters. 

As soon as the Dering Coal company served 
notice of its desire to withdraw from the 
contract, negotiations for the purchase of 
its coal rights were begun by Henry C. Frick, 
a director of the United States Steel cor- 
poration and president of the Henry C. Frick 
Coal company, a subsidiary concern. Terms 
of purchase offered by the steel corporation 


were rejected. 
‘During the period of negotiations the Der- 


‘ing Coal company continued to deliver coal 


in accordance with the terms of the contract, 
but declares it received no pay during that 

and asserts that steel officials an- 
nounced the amount claimed, would. not be 
paid until differences had been settled. 


Beek to Protect Creditors. 

The petition for a receivership was entered 
by Jackson K. Dering, owner of nearly $500,- 
000 in stock of the Dering Coal company, and 
the Witt Mercantile company, which has a 
emall claim. The company has been aper- 
ated jointly by Jackson K. Dering and Robert 
R. Hammond, the president, and the receiv- 
ership was sought, it is declared, to protect 
creditors following recent developments in 
the relations of the coal company to the steel 
trust. 

Under the fifty y contract to supply 
coal to four Chicago subsidiary conipanies 
of the United States Steel corporation, these 
concerns took more than 50 per cent of the 
output, This contract. will become dormant 
under the receivership proceedings and in 
such case, so officials et the Dering company 
say, the coal concern will not default in its 
interest payments Nov. 1 and will then seek 
discharge of the receiver and reorganization. 


Contract Termed “Outrageous.” 

Reorganization plans are based on the hope 
that the court will declare invalid the afty 
year contract in question. This contract was 
characterized as “ outrageous” by the re- 
ceivership. 

8. O. Levinson will represent the receiver. 
William C. ‘Niblack, in the court proceedings. 

“This contract is nothing short of out- 
rageous,“ said Attorney Levinson, and we 
believe it cannot hold in any court. far 
as anybody knows, fifty years is more than 
the life of any mine, and all the mines of the 
Dering company might wear out in less time. 
That is one reason why this contract can- 
not hold, and there are technical objections 
as well which makeitinvalid. <« °

ADMITS HE SLEW HIS MOTHER 
WITH HATCHET AS SHE SLEPT. 


Elton Baldwin of Michigan Confesses to 
Killing Aged Parent and Gives Weird 


Reason for Act. 


Holland, Mich., March 5.—[{Special.]—Elton 
Baldwin confessed today that he killed his 
aged mother, who was found dead yesterday 
in her farm house, two miles from Sauga- 
tuck. 

He said he was afraid she would charge 
him with having burned their barn and there- 
fore killed her with a hatchet while she was 
asleep. 

Baldwin yesterday morning appeared at a 
neighbor’s greatly excited and wanted some 
one to go back home with him, saying his 
mother was unconscious. Two neighbors re- 
turned to the Baldwin farm with him and 
found Mrs. Baldwin on the floor with four 
wounds in her head. She died before a phy- 
sician reached the house. 

Baldwin first said his mother was alive 
when he arose from bed yegterday, but that 
he found her dying when he returned from 
the barn soon afterward. Contradictions in 
various statements he made aroused sus- 
picion and Prosecutor Hoffman gave him a 
severe examination, which was followed by 
the confession. 

Baldwin pleaded guilty in the Circuit court 
at Allegan this afternoon and received a life 
sentence. Prior to receiving sentence the 
murderer admitted that he had fired the 
barn which was destroyed a few days ago. 

“Calvin Whitney, who owns the farm on 
which me and mother lived owes me $100 
which I couldn't collect,” he said. “ To get 
even I poured kerosene abput the buildings 
and applied a match.”

A. C. Strayer Joint Defendant in Suit 
for $15,000 in Which False Im- 
prisonment Is Charged.

Vaudeville actors employed in 5 cent the- 
aters are threatening to strike. The ö cent 
theater artists yesterday presented an 
ultimatum’ to the managérs demanding a 
“one split week and a minimum of $20 a 
week. The managers met the demands with 
a prompt refusal. j 

Another demand of thé artists is for ade- 
quate dressing rooms behind the moving 
picture screens. Officers of the 5 cent the- 
ater actors’ union say the performers are 
tired of being compelled to dress behind 
the plano or wait outside while the women 
performers and popular hit singers make 
up back of the moving picture screens. 

The questions in dispute will be discussed 
at a joint meeting of committees from the 
union and the Moving Picture Theater Own- 
ers’ association. to be held some time next 
week. Robert Friedlander, representing the 
managers, said the demands of the artists 
are exorbitant. He declared the owners will 
refuse to grant the one split week de- 
cause such an arrangement, he said, is im- 
practicable. 

To the 5 cent theater talent two split 
week means that the performers shall work 
only two theaters a week—three days in one 
show and four in the succeeding show, and 
so on until the entire 5 cent circuit is cov- 
ered. Under the present arrangement the. 
artists are compelled to split shows daily. 


Strike May Drive Work Away. 

As a result of the strike of boilermakers 
and iron shipbuilders in the yards of the Chi- 
cago Shipbuilding company, One Hundred 
and First Séreet and the Calumet river, it 
was rumored during the day that the concern 
is preparing to transfer all its repair Work to 
the Milwaukee Dry Dock company's yards 
at Milwaukee. That concern is a subsidiary 
of the Chicago Shipbuilding company. 

The strike has tied up the repair work on 
two steamers in dry dock and a fleet of fifteen 
ore boats tied up in the Calumet river. All 
the repair work is under orders to be com- 
pleted before the opening of the spring navi- 
gation season. 

Charles Tims, foreman in the yards, was 
attacked and beaten during the day by four 
unidentified men. Tims’ assailants are be- 
lieved by the police to be strikers. 

The men struck against a reduction of 10 
per cent in their wages. The average wages 
paid is $2.50 and $3 a day. It was said the 
cut was made to bring the wages down to the 
rate paid in the other yards of the company. 


Seek Nonunion Tile Layers.’ 

Employing tile layers met during the day 
and appointed a committee to arrange for 
setting nonunion men to work in the places 
of the strikers. It is planned to resume work 
on the interrupted contracts next Monday 
or Tuesday. John M. Dodd of Hawes & 
Dodd, tile contractors, said the employers 
have no fear of sympathetic strikes by other 
building trades workers, claiming most of 
the trades have agreements prohibiting sym- 
pathetic strikes. 

Officers of the Tile Layers’ union, however, 
received assurances of support for the strike 
at a meeting of the Associated Building 


Trades, held last evening. The strikers de- 


mand an increase in wages from $5 a day 
and carfare to $5.60 a day and carfare for 
journeymen and from $3 to $3.40 a day and 
transportation for helpers. 

An increase in wages from $138.50 to $14.50 
a week was granted to the yan teamsters. 
The decision was made by the arbitration 
board of the union and the Furniture Mov- 
ers’ and Expressmen’s association.

United States Bureau of Animal 
Industry to Sift All Allega- 
tions Thoroughly. 


Representatives of the Chicago packing 
houses expressed considerable skepticism 
yesterday concerning the charge of Dr. Will- 
jams, medical officer of the port of London, 
that recent consignments of American meat 
have shown a condition of disease, al- 
though marked with the inspection mark of 
the government inspectors. 

They inclined to the belief that any fault 
that could be found in shipments of meat 
would arise from conditions of ocean trans- 
portation, such as improper icing and refrig- 
eration. It was declared that shipments 
of meat not only have to pass inspection 
by the ng house inspectors; but also 
the government agents, and that it is unlike- 
ly that diseased carcasses or cases of meat 
would escape the double inspection. 

The same attitude was taken by officials 
of the department of agriculture in Washing- 
ton. These were inclined to doubt the truth 
of the allegation which Dr. Williams pre- 
sented in a report to the London city coun- 
cll. 

While no information has been received 
in Washington relative to the allegations, 
Dr, Melvin, chief of the bureau of animal 
industry, will conduct a thorough investiga- 
tion. Secretary Wilson expressed the be- 
lief that if some of the consignment was 
found unsound, as charged, it was due to in- 
sufficient. refrigeration while in transit. Re- 
cently the British government had requested 
this government to place a special stamp on 
consignments of fresh pork showing that 
such products were without evidence of hav- 
ing been diseased. The request was de- 
clined on the ground that no different stamp 
could be used than the regular U. S. Passed 
and Inspected "’ certificate.

More 
money must be provided for the important 
work of the schools, through which the 
boys and girls are to be led to higher and 
better ideals of citizenship. 


TARIFF REVISION. 

For the first time in many years the 
public is gtaking a lively interest in the 
tariff question. Politicians and manufac- 
turers have had more or less to say about 
it, but the mass of the people have been 
indifferent. They paid little attention 
while the McKinley tariff act was being 
sonsidéred. They did not ask for it, and 
tor one reason and another they repudi- 
ated it after it was passed. At the time 
of the enactment of the Wilson and the 
Dingley laws the people were thinking 
of silver far more than they were of the 
ta riff.

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ING LEOPOLD, who last fall was at 
death's door and who had almost been 
given up by his physicians, has made 
@ recovery altogether marvelous in 
a man of his advanced years and has 

resumed his wanderings, satisfied to get 
the Congo off his hands on terms that are, 
after all, unduly favorable to him. The 
other day he paid a state visit to President 
Fallieres at the Elysée, being received with 
royal honors, and has now announced his in- 
tention of starting at the end of next month 
for Siberia and Peking, calling upon the 
czar at St. Petersburg en route. Leopold 
has a considerable amount of private capital 
invested in various Chinese enterprises and 
in Belgian concerns that are interested in 
Chinese an@ Japanese trade and industry. 

Aside from his desire to visit Siberia, China, 
and Japan, he believes that by means of 
stays at Peking and at Tokio and personal 
intercourse there with Prince Chun, the 
regent of China, with the mikado, and with 
the leading men of their respective empires 
he will de able to contribute in no smal! de- 
gree to the promotion of his own personal in- 
vestments and to the trade of Belgium. 
Leopold will be the first European sovereign 
to visit, as such, the courts of Peking and of 
Tokio, and therefore is likely to receive a 
particularly warm and cordial welcome and 
to be treated with the most distinguished 
honor and consideration, not only by the 
two governments but likewise by the Chinese 
and Japanese people. 

Indeed, it ts an extremely clever and 
shrewd move on the part of Leopold, which 
is likely to cause him little fatigue, since 


he will travel in luxury by the Trans- 


berian railroad, and at the same time it is 
certain to prove of great advantage to his 
own fortunes and to those of Belgium. The 
latter will during his absence be left to its 
own devices, as far as royalty is concerned. 
For while he is in China his nephew, the 
helr apparent, Prince Alberty-that is to say, 
the only adult prince of the reigning house 
of Belgium—will be traveling up the Congo 
for the purpose of conducting a searching 
investigation into the real conditions of the 
1 Free State, which is now a Belgian 
colony.

| INVESTIGATING LIBERIA 


The séntimental feeling in the United 
States regarding Liberia has triumphed. 
While there is no legal responsibility for the 
negro republic, there is a lively interest in it. 

Established in connection with the work of 
the American Colonization society many 
years ago, it was designed asa home for free 
negroes, rescued from slavery by manu- 

ion. 

t was generally appreciated that free 
negroes were a disturbing element in a coun- 
try where slavery was tolerated. People in 
bondage saw in them a constant reason for 
discontent. 

The operation of fugitive slave laws 
brought about cases of confusion, when free 
negroes were carried back into slavery as al- 
leged fugitives. These two things were most 
influential in the foundation of the African 
staie. 

The name, Liberia, signifies “ land of the 
free.” The capital, Monrovia, serves to 
locate the republic in point of time, so far 
8 history is concerned.

FACING THE INEVITABLE. 

The pay of teachers must be raised. 
There is no doubt of that. When the 
value of the service rendered to a com- 
munity by the teacher is considered the 
relative smailness of the monetary reward 
is apparent. It is not creditable to any 
neighborhood to have it known that it 
counts, 30 cents a day sufficient wage for 
the individual in whose hands the train- 
ing of future citizens is placed.

There must be facilities for securing 
proper ventilation and an abundance of 
fresh air. There must be playgrounds.

business of court ceremonial. The sover- 
eign of the British empire has not merely 
hundreds but thousands of diverse races 
subject to his rule in all parts of the world. 
Some of them have the strangest and most 
disconcerting modes of exhibiting profound 


respect and of paying the homage which 


they consider to be due to their Hege lord. 
To dispense with these observances or to 
refuse them as revolting to civilized ideas 
by their extravagance would be misunder- 
stood, not only by those desiring to thus 
give their tribute of reverence but also by 
those peoples or princes whom they repre- 
sent. 

Consequently, when King Edward receives 
certain of the feudal and semi-independent 
princes of India, instead of shaking hands 
with them he contents himself with lightly 
touching the plateau of gold coins which 
they offer him in the way of tribute and 
which are then turned over to one of the 
subordinates of the secretary of state for 
India. Other Indian princes, again, extend 
to him the hilt of their swords, on which he 
lays his fingers for an instant. During the 
reign of the late Queen Victoria the first 
Burmese embassies visiting England and 
France prostrated themeelves on entering 
the presence of the monarch, and approached 
the throne crawling on all fours, every now 
and again stopping to touch the ground with 
their foreheads. 

Until some few years ago the Japanese 
envoys, when received in audience by old 
world sovereigns, retained the old Japanese 
form of homage, which consists of drawing a 
tremendousty deep and sonorous breath be- 
fore speaking. Then there are some of these 
exotic envoys who consider it necessary to 
divest themselves of their shoes when enter- 
ing the presence of the sovereign: whereas 
others, especially the red Indian chiefs from 
Canada and the dusky potentates from 
Africa, would consider themselves as la- 
mentably deficient in the respect due to the 
king if they were not to array themselves in 
multi-colored blankets and garments of the 
most extraordinary and nondescript charac- 
ter, usually comprising a stovepipe hat of 
the most antediluvian vintage. 

I can only recall one occasion on which the 
gravity of a court gave way at a state func- 
tion. It was at the palace of St. Cloud. The 
Burmese embassy, having visited Queen Vic- 
toria, came to Paris, and preparations were 
made for its reception, one of the most in- 
terested persons being Empress Eugenie, 
who had been much struck by the pictures 
in the illustrated papers of the ceremony in 
Buckingham palace when they were received 
in audience there. On the appointed day 
the emperor and empress took their places 
on the throne, surrounded by the dignitaries 
of their household, all in full uniform, and 
orders were given to introduce the embassy. 
On the doors being opened, the envoys and 
their suite threw themselves to the ground 
and, prostrating themselves, advanced on 
all fours. Not content with this, they went 
through the most extravagant contortions, 
the principal ambassador, an aged individ- 
ual with a long gray beard, in particular 
distinguishing himself by the manner in 
which he rolled over and over, actually turn- 
ing somersaults. 

Inured as were those present to the strin- 
gent laws of etiquette prescribing an im- 
passive demeanor and gravity. the spectacle 
was so comical that it proved beyond their 
powers of endurance. The silence was 
broken by ‘sounds of ill suppressed laughter 
from every side; even the mournful looking 
emperor was biting his lips to prevent him- 
self from giving way to mirth. Only the 
empress remained perfectly serious, frown- 
ing with indignation at what she considered 
to be the lack of decorum on the part of her 
entourage and of the courtiers gqnerally. 

When at length the old ambassador, in a 
final contortion more grotesque than any of 
the rest, landed himself at the foot of the 
throne, the beard and headgear suddenly 
flew off, discicsing the familiar features of 
the ‘marquis de Gallifet, then one of the 
young aids de camp of Napoleon and noted 
for the boldness and originality of his pranks 
and for his success in leading the cotillons 
at the private Monday dances of the empress. 
Then the fat was in the fire. Every one pres- 
ent gave way to the most uncontrollable 
laughter. 

Only the empress declined to join in the 
general merriment. She considered that the 
practical joke had been at her expense. She 
chose to look upon herself as insulted. and 
considered that the entire affair had been or- 
ganized to ridicule the pronounced predilec- 
tion for court ceremonial with which she was 
charged by those who denounced her as a 
parvenu. After a few bitterly angry words 
addressed to the emperor she withdrew with 
tears of mortification in her eyes; and when, 
some days later, the real Burmese embassy 
turned up and had to be received in state— 
not at, the palace of St. Cloud, but at the 
Tuileries—she absolutely declined to be pres- 
ent or to take any part in the function. 
Moreover, nearly a year elapsed before the 
marquis de Gallifet, now a white haired gen- 
eral and former minister of war, was able to 
recover his place in her good graces.

INVESTIGATING IMMIGRATION. 


The conspicuous feature of life in the 
United States at the present time is the com- 
mission. The amount of investigation go- 
ing on, under governmental! direction, is as- 
tonishing. 

The joint commission on immigration ap- 
pointed by congress two years ago is an ex- 
ample. Its work is of the greatest import- 
ance to the country, as is at once apparent. 

It has been carrying on a comprehensive 
study, whose results are beginning to show 
themselves. A preliminary report indicates 
the scope of its inquiry. 

A list of topics considered by it includes 
oriental aliens, peonage, charity, white slave 
traffic, steerage conditions, anthropolgy, dis- 
tribution of immigrants, and, notably, their 
congestion in large cities. 

It has looked into alien criminality, the ad- 
ministration of immigration laws, the com- 
petition of aliens with citizens, and has made 
studies among aliens of the second genera- 
tion. 4 

It has discovered so many facts of great 
value that it urges continuation of its work 
until the facts can be made the basis for 
definite action, leading toward betterment of 
conditions. 

The laws designed to prevent the incom- 
ing of undesirable aliens are shown to be in- 
adequate. There has been an outlay of 
$500,000 a year to check this evil, but it still 
exists. . 

Despite every effort, criminals and people 
affilcted with contagious diseases manage to 
pass inspection, and certain types of immi- 
grants, deemed undesirable, multiply. 

The study of alien criminality is being car- 
ried on tn codperation with the courts, with 
a view to discover whether the second gen- 
eration shows the criminal instincts of the 
first. , 

An investigation is being made in the 
schools, to learn how many students of for- 
eign parentage are being educated in the 
lower and higher institutions. 

A great deal of attention is being paid to 
inquiry about the importation of women for 
immoral purposes. All over the country the 
“white slave traffic is being watched as 
never before. 

What has been discovered has been alarm- 
ing in the extreme. There is much encour- 
agement in the attitude that is being taken 
by American authorities of many kinds to 
put a check upon this dreadful! evil. 

The subject of congestion of immigrants in 
the large cities is being followed with close 
atterition. The inquiry aims to. discover 
whether the association of the foreign born 
with those of like — 4 — customs hin- 
ders or helps in the process of American- 
ization. 

These topics suggest the wide range of in- 
vestigation that is being carried on by the 
immigration commission. Some of the de- 
tails may appear of slight importance. The 
complete study promises much for the coun- 
try. 

The general opinion must be that the 
United States has gained materially from its 
foreign born citizens. The people of differ- 


| ent races have contributed much to the wel- 


fare of the nation. 

There are dangers. All understand that. 
To minimize these dangers and emphasize 
the benefits is a most important matter. The 
commission on inimigration has accomplished 
a good deal already. It may be looked to 
for even more substantial gains as its study 
continues. 

If, for instance, the commission could de- 
vise a workable plan for the intelligent dis- 
tribution of aliens throughout the country as 
a counter proposition to congestion, the value 
of such a plan would be sufficient to repay 
the entire cost of the, two years’ investiga- 
tion of immigration problems.

BY ALICE BROWN, A STUDY 
IN PSYCHOLOGY.

Snaith, Has for Its Heroine a 
Stupid Girl Who Became the 
Rage of a London Social Season;

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IE STORY OF THYRZA,” by Alice 
11 Brown, may be designated as a study 

in American psychology, and that it 

is a subtle one the name of the author 
vi is sufficient guaranty. Always re- 
fined and delicate in her methods, Miss Brown 
has increased in individuality and discern- 
ment with each novel which she has essayed 
until in this latest book she has succeeded in 
delineating a feminine temperament at once 
splendid and appalling. 

Thyrza Tennant was the daughter of a wid- 
ow who had for all her riches only her two 
girls, her patient hands, with which she 
earned their living, and her inflexible charac- 
ter. Laura, the elder of the sisters, was se- 
rene and uninquisitive, but Thyrza was full 
of the zest of life. Her appetite for learning 
is almost insatiable and her imagination dec- 
orates her barren environment. She begins 
as so glowing and uplooking a creature that 
when destiny traps her and her innocence and 
reputation lie in ruins—the result of one im- 
pulsive hour of generosity and confidence— 
the reader feels actually incredulous, 

4 child is born to her and-she cares for him 
a successful manhood 
without once exercising expediency or deceit. 
Truth has been her fetich, and tothe end she 
maintains it utterly. At times one is almost 
inclined to call the book a study in the devas- 
tating effects oftruth. And utter devastation 
would indeed have resulted for all concerned 
in this fateful tale did It not include certain 
characters who had the wisdom of the ser- 
pent as well as the innocence of the dove. 

Various persons, some of whom are mellow, 
fine, and sweet, come into the story to soften 
the terrible rigors of the morbid New Eng- 
group, and though a number of 
these are shadowy creations their gractous- 
ness has its mitigating etteęt upon the mind 
of the reader and gives fortitude to continue 
to a sad though uplifting finale. 

It is interesting to observe the methods ofa 
typical New Englander in dealing with a 
story like this, which has its core and signifi- 
cance in the betrayal of the heroine. The 
austere reserve, the meagerness of detail. 
produce, after all, an effect of tragedy and 
fatefulness which the artistic outspokenness 
of the best of French writers might have 
failed toachieve. The methods of Miss Brown 
are as white to saffron compared with the 
literary policy of the French, yet the emo- 
tions of pity, sorrow, and sympathy aroused 
certainly equal in intensity those which 
Frenchmen evoke by diametrically opposite 
methods. 

It is, therefore, not enough to say that the 
book is a study in American psychology; it 
must be added that it is an excellent example 
of American literary met} hods. (Houghton 
MiMin & Co., publishers.) sei 
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J. C. Snaith never does anything like any 
. else When he writes a book — writes

Junior.“ Henry Northcote.”’ he amazes 
the 1 of his fiction and one can almost 
imagine his audiences sitting open mouthed 
and breathless in their respectable homes in 
Great Britain or her provinces. 

“ARAMINTA.” his latest performance, has 
one of the most surprising heroines ever de- 
vised. She is precisely such a person as more 
hackneyed writers would Select as a foil for 
the heroine. She is a large, stupid, affec- 
tionate creature from the provinces, with the 
form of a Juno and the face of one of Gains- 
borough's pictures. Even those who love her 
best call her Goose, and both friends and 
enemies are agreed that she has not an idea 
in her head. 


It is, however, a mistake to speak of her in 
the present tense, not only because so in- 
articulate a woman is not now to be found in 
England but also because Mr. Snaith himself 
put her back quite a way in the century 
which we have just cast off. In presenting 
her he has placed herin the center ofa group 
of sophisticated, shrewd, greedy, accom- 
plished men and women of the London world, 
end has contrived to make her bovine placid- 
ity seem something essentially beautiful con- 
trasted with their chicanery and selfishness. 
In other words, Araminta Perry, niece of a 
duchess and daughter of a clergyman, has a 
soul—a clean, white soul—and she makes it 
felt even amid a group of wicked, though 
more or less engaging old worldings. 

The exceeding diversity of his tales. the 
ease with which he accommodates himself to 
various groups, that excellent form of democ- 
racy which takes him up as well as down 
entitle him to the applause of the most dis- 
cerning.

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FRANK T. SANBORN’S RECOLLECTIONS OF HIS 
CONTEMPORARIES FOR 70 YEARS. 


Veteran Writer of New England, Survivor of Old School, Gives 
Reminiscences of Hawthorne, Emerson, Miss Alcott and Others. 


R. RICHARD G. BADGER will pub- 
lish immediately Mr. F. B. San- 
born’s ‘‘ RECOLLECTIONS oF 
SEVENTY YEARS.” Mr. Sanborn 
is one of the last of the old guard, 

one of the last of the group of literary men 
who made Concord famous in the world of 
letters. While he was not as distinguished a 
writer as some of them, for Concord boasted 
Emerson, Thoreau, an 
its citizens, he was well known, and, what is 
more, was the close friend as well as near 
neighbor of the men who formed this group. 

Channing was one of Mr. Sanborn’s most 
intimate friends, and he quotes widely from 
his conversations. Not only does Mr. San- 
born write of his men friends, but the wom- 
en of Concord find a warm place in his Rec- 
ollections."’ There were among them Miss 
Louisa Alcott, Margaret Fuller, and Miss 
Hoar, a daughter of the well known senator. 

We get many personal glimpses of these 
men and women that only intimate ac- 
quaintance could give. Then. here is a lot 
about the interesting family of Marcus 
Spring, a family ndt so well known today, but 
which a generation or so ago played an im- 
portant part in all the isms of which Bos- 
ton was the hotbed. 

To begin with Channing, of whose conver- 
satlons Mr. Sanborn must have taken notes, 
otherwise he could not have remembered so 
much of them, we find him talking freely 
about his neighbors, and interesting neigh- 
bors they were. To quote from Mr. Sanhorn, 
who had a way of Boswellizing his friends:

Well, then,“ said I [to Channing], “ how 
would you describe Hawthorne's aspect? He 
was a distinguished looking person as I re- 
member him.“ ‘ He was a soft, bulky per- 
son with a rolling gait like a sea captain, 
which his father had been. My former 
schoolmate, Tom Appleton, said he looked 
like ‘a boned pirate.’ Perhaps he walked so 
because he was so stout—rolling and sway- 
ing about in walking. I have walked uch 
with him, but he was not fond of that eXer- 
cise; he had the greatest aversion to com- 
pany—thought it ‘a damnable bore,’ and 
would swear about it sometimes; he was a 
good swearer, you must know. He had no 
reverence for what is called human nature; 
he thought it a miserable article; besides, he 
had the greatest difficulty in expressing him- 
self in conversation. He would stammer and 
twist himself about; but ne wrote easily 
enough. His habit was to write a great deal 
in large volumes like ledgers; I have often 
seen them lying on the desk in his study; 
there I spent many an evening at the Old 
Manse. He must have set down many liter- 
ary opinions, but I have never seen his jour- 
nals published. They were much more than 
Mr. Emerson wrote; his were little books, 
while those of Hawthorne were like those 
ledgers you see at the grocer’s. I do not 
think he ever carried a notebook to jot down 
on the spot ee saw, as Thoreau did. 
His novels were comparatively little books, 
but the journals, if printed, would be much 


larger.“ 


Channing found Emerson a reticent man 
and did not hesitate to say so: Mr. Emer- 
son, when I used to walk with him two or 
three afternoons in the week, was a most 
reticent person—a bad word, but it expresses 
it—he would say almost nothing in the whole 
walk—I could get nothing out ot him.“ That 
is what Mr. Emerson once said to me about 
you, Mr. Channing.“ said Mr. Sanborn. “ He 
never could have gaid so—it was not true of 
me, but it was of him; he was more chary 
of his speech than anybody lever saw. He 
was the most stoical person, too; nothing 
made an impression on him; he was equally 
polite to all persons—to Edmund Hosmer as 
much as to the most fashionable and worldly 
person—he was the most polite man I ever 
knew. He was intimate with nobody; not 
with Mr. Thoreau in his later yea@rs—nor ever 
very intimate with him, Thoreau stood 
rather in fear of him, as one who had more 
culture and knowledge of society, while he 
looked upon himself as a sort of wild man— 
as in a manner he was.”

The Alcotts, as every one knows, lived in 
Concord. The father, Conversation Alcott“ 
as he was called, was not much of a bread 
winner, but he was a philosopher, and that is 
something. Louisa won the bread at the 


Hawthorne among 


washtub in her youth, later with her pen. 
Of her Mr. Sanborn says: 

Louisa Alcott, when I first knew her in 
1852, was a serious, bashful girl, sensitive 
and industrious, who had not then found her 
vocation, and suffered from the mortification 
that poverty brings to girls of high spirit. 
Traces of certain acerbity due to this cause, 
and heightened by her ill health in later 
years, remained with her through life. It 
sometimes dashed the enjoyment of the 
deserved good fortune that finally came to 
her, and was so dutifully and generously 
shared with others. But the warm fancy 
that shines in all her books kept her usually 
cheerful and often gay, so that the rather 
sad impression given by Mrs. Cheney’s biog- 
raphy is not quite just to her life as a whole. 
Her literary success was long in arriving, but 
was complete at last, and promises to be per- 
manent. It began with her recognition by 
a keen eyed publisher, Thomas Niles (of 
Roberts Bros.), who saw in Little Women 
the promise of a good writer. and so pub- 
lished it under favorable conditions in 1868. 
From that time forward she was a popular 
author, and has been far more widely read 
than any other of the Concord writers, 
though, of course, not ranking with most 
of them in genius. 

Long before I knew Louisa Alcott she 
had begun her career as a story teller—orally 
at first—but she was a lively (if not correct) 
writer in 186 at the age of 12. In 1851, 
when her first story was printed in W. W. 
Clapp's Saturday Evening Gazette of Bos- 
ton, she had twice come and gone as a 
Concord resident, following the migrations 
of her family, but was then a Bostonian. 
She wrote rapidly then, at 19, and, as she 
said, easily turned off a dozen a month. 
Those accepted for the Gazette were printed 
and paid for by W. W. Clapp, under the im- 
pression they were written by a man; when 
it appeared a girl had sent them, it was pro- 
posed to reduce the price. But, as slfe said 
long afterward: ‘‘ The girl had learned the 
worth of her wares, and would not write for 
less, and so continued to earn her fair wages 
in spite of sex.“ 

“Another of the women of Concord of 
whom the world has heard, but knows too 
little,’’ writes Mr. Sanborn, ‘‘ was Miss Eliz- 
abeth Hoar, sister of the senator and the 
judge, an accomplished scholar, and at home 
in any society, but early thrown into retire- 
ment by the death of her brilliant lover, 
Charles Emerson (the youngest of the 
brothers of Emerson), just before they were 
to have married and taken up their home 
in the Emerson house. She became thus a 
sister of the poet-philosopher, and was con- 
sulted by him in his literary tasks more 
than any person, perhaps. Elizabeth the 
Wise, he once styled her; but her wisdom 
was the ténderly feminine kind, more of a 
muse than a Minerva.” 

And so Mr. Sanborn rambles on, pleasantly 
and without malice, telling anecdotes and 
giving opinions of the long since dead, but 


never to be forgotten.

NEW YORK EDITION OF 
HENRY JAMES’ NOVELS. | 


The Writer Continues to Delight 


Naively in the Former Products 
of His Pen. 
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HE reconstructed novels of Mr. Henry 
James continue to appear from the 
press of Scribner's, in their excellent 
maroon bindings, sparsely but finely 
illustrated and accompanied by those 
extraordinary introductions in which, to use 
Mr. James’ own words, he takes his “ ver- 
tiginous explanatory flights.” The latest is- 
sues are volumes XIII. and XIV. 

Never in the history of literature, so far 
as the present writer knows, has there been 
anything comparable to Mr. James’ unsophis- 
ticated delight in his own sophistication: Mr. 
James’ subtle joy in his own subtlety; or Mr. 
James’ incoherent exuberance over his own 
Incoherency. At times he tries, almost touch- 
ingly, to restrain his pride and satisfaction 
in the elaborate products of his pen, but after 
a brief struggle he abandons himself to his 
delight, and laughs with glee at the emo- 
tions produced by his own inimitable meth- 
ocs. 

But, after all, Mr. James is to be envied. 
When a man has reached the place where 
he can so positively count upon his audience 
as to dare to be ridiculous—even though it 
be after an unique and more or less esoteric 
fashion—he has climbed to a very high alti- 
tude, and we of the lower plain oan do little 
more than focus our feld glasses upon him. 
To smile at the foibles of a man from so re- 
mote a place hardly can hurt his feelings. 
Moreover, in these explanatory messages 
Mr. James comes nearer to intimacy with 
his public than he ever has before. He shows 
the inside of his mind, after all these years 
of almost appalling reticence, with some- 
thing akin to joyous fellowship. It seems as 
if he were mellowed with the wine of time; 
as if his barriers had been enchantingly 
broken down; as if, after all his irritation at 
us, his detached scrutiny of us, he had decid- 
ed upon a brotherly heart confidence. To be 
sure, there is a sense that the confession 
will soon terminate and that Mr. James’ 
habitual aloofness will resume its sway, but 
while he chooses to make himself our guest 
he seems to honor us, even though we fierily 
resent his assumption that we have no higher 
mission than to measure ourselves by old 
world standards. He finds certain of us 
queer,“ ‘“inartioulate,” unable to give ac- 
count of ourselves “in any terms already 
consecrated to human use’’; and what we 
think, feel, want, what we suppose our- 
selves to be saying.“ he regards as part of 
an “abysmal mystery.“

We are not, we hope, too old or too resigned 
to resent this. We resent it promptly, but 
not with so crude a pagsion as to offend the 
delicacy of Mr. James’ perceptions. Our re- 
sentment is not ot the violent type. It is mod- 
ified by what we know of the limitations of 
Mr. James’ experience’ of us, his half vision, 
his neglect of the “plain people,“ his ob- 
livion of certain fundamental joys and prin- 
ciples. There e much that Mr. James re- 
fuses to under ad, because he cannot con- 
ceive that he would find it interesting. In 
his own leisurely way, he is a master. His 
circuitous methods have come to be almost 
synonymous with good taste, and it is not 
too much to say that these methods of insinu- 
ation, allusion, and circumvention have done 
much to undermine our directness and im- 
mediacy of speech. 

He has made our enthusiasm seem mere 
violence, and our reasonable inquisitiveness a 
sort of jesting and byword. He will not under- 
stand what we are trying to do, or what we 
are hoping for, and he takes our surface 
qualities for our fundamental ones. All this 
gives him the effect of being supercilious; 
but, after all, he hardly can mean to so set 
himself apart from us as would be implied 
The whole trouble lies 
in the fact that he will never regard us by 
ourselves, but that he insists upon seeing us 
in our relations to the rest of the world. So 
seen, we annoy him. 

He is still enough one:of us to be amused 
and annoyed in our behalf. And for so much, 
and for the confidentiality of his introductions 
to his revised books, we bestow thanks, none 
the less sincere because an accent of con- 
straint will intrude itself in spite of the 


friendliness of intentions.

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Rumors of settlements in May wheat were cur- 
rent on the floor yesterday, but were absolutely de- 
nied by Patten. Gossip was to the effect that 
Shearson-Hammi!" had settled on a big line, but 
there was no confirmation of this, and It was the 
opinion of conservative traders that no settle- 
ments of consequence bad been effected. At the 
Samo time there was a good deal of evening up in 
the May, and trades settled up better last night 
than for some time. A good many miror shorts 
took advantage of the break to cover, selling by 
weak holders as well as Bartlett-Patten, affording 
them an opportunity to close their trades. There 
was a fairly active trade in the Muy delivery all 
Gay, Bartlett brokers, Kidston, Barre!!, and Logan 
all selling May freely.

This country and Canada 
shipped 2,956,000 bu, against 2,042,000 bu a week 
ago and 2.983.000 bu a year ago. Corn exports

tralian wheat shipments were 1, 224. 000 bu, egainst

A local bull on wheat expects the government to 
show light reserves in its March crop report, pe- 
cially ir the northwest. Up to March 1 in the three 
states receipts were 92,(00.000 bu spring and 
durum wheat. Allowing for 40,000,000 bu for 
country mills and 20,000,000 bu for seed, this 
would leave only 15,000,000 bu left for sale by 
farmers. 

Contrary to expectations of many traders the 
July wheat has-been nearly as weak as the May, 
tired bulls being in the majority. Some of the 
Bartlett-Patten followers went out on the de- 
cline, and many commission houses had selling 
orders. Stop orders were freely executed from 
$1.04% to $1.03. 

Cash wheat is being offered to come to Chicago 
quite freely from the northwest, and also from 
west of the Missouri.

William M. Cahn Plans to Erect 
Large Fireproof Building. 


ANOTHER BIG DEAL IS MADE. 


John P. Wilson Gets Valuable Mich- 
igan Avenue Property. 


A big deal in State street property was 
closed yesterday in the fease by William M. 
Cahn, president of the Progress Tailoring 


company, from Eugene K. Butler of the 


property at 48-64 on the west side of the 
street between Lake and Randolph streets 
for a term of ninety-nine years. It is also 
planned eventually to tear down the present 
four story bullding and to erect a high class 
fireproof structure not less than tWelve 
stories high, which is expected to cost from 
$600,000 to $800,000. 

The property fronts 77 feet, with a depth 
of 80% feet, and js at the southwest corner of 
Couch place. The lease provides for an 
annual rental of $22,500 for the first year, 
$25,000 for the following five years, $27,500 
for the next six years, and $30,000 for the re- 

maining eighty-eeven years. The average 
annual rental is $29,520, which is 4 per cent 


on $738,000, or at the rate of $116 a square 


foot. and $9,684 a front foof—strong figures 
for State street frontage between Lake and 
Randolph streets. The building was given 
no value in the transaction. 

The deal was negotiated by B. W. Eisen- 
drath, with White & Tabor, while Louis M. 
Cahn ‘was the legal representative of the 
lessee and Wilson, Moore & Mclivaine repre- 
sented Mr. Butler. The structure is to be 
known as the Butler building. 


Michigan Avenue Deal Made. 

John P. Wilson has made another large in- 
vestment in Michigan avenue frontage, hav- 
ing contracted to purchase from Mrs. Julla 
F. Heyworth the property at 1347-1353, front- 
ing 90 feet, with a depth of 130 feet, with 
residence improvements. The price to be 
paid is said to be $138,000. Lawrence Hey- 
worth represented his mother in the transac- 
tion. 
Another interesting transaction closed dur- 
ing the day was the purchase by the trustees 
of the. Newberry library from St. Luke's 
hospital of the south half of the block on 
the east side of Calumet avenue, between 
Twentieth and Twenty-first streets, compris- 
ing a frontage of 188 feet, with an irregular 
depth averaging about 220 feet, back to the 
Illinois Central tracks. The consideration is 
withheld, but it is said to be about $55,000. 
Edwin F. Getchel and W. L. Pierce were the 
brokers in the deal. It is understood the 
trustees of the library are negotiating with 
a large concern to build and lease to it for 
twenty years. ‘The north half of the block 
was purchased a short time ago and is being 
improved by the Rogers Printing company. 


McCormick Building Loan Made. 

In the largest real estate loan of the year 
closed and recorded during the day R. Hal! 
McCormick, as trustee of the Leander Mc- 
Cormick estate, has borrowed from the Mer- 
chants’ Loan and Trust company, trustee, 
$1,200,000, due May 1, 1924, at 4% per cent. 
The loan is made payable to the order of the 
trustees of the estate of Marshall Field. 
The money is to be used in the construction 


of the new McCormick building. which is to | 


take the place of the present Victoria hotel 
at Michigan avenue and Van Buren street. 

Frederick H. Bartlett has purchased from 
Barney and Hines the five story Norwood 
apartment buliding with thirty flats at the 
southwest corner of Indiana avenue and 
Thirtieth street for $90,000, subject to an in- 
cumbrance of $20,000. 

The ninety-nine year lease by the Freer 
estate to William R. Hearst of the property 
at the northeast corner of Madison and Mar- 
ket streets for a new building for the local 
Hearst papers has been closed and filed for 
record. The ground is 136x189 feety and the 
annual rental is $10,000 for the first year, 
$25,000 for the next nineteen, and $30.000 for 
the remainder of the term, with option for 
fifty years’ extension at $35.000 a year.
